vessels. 
These include tho battleship Maine, 


successor to the ill-fated Maine which 
was blown up on Havana Harbor, and 
the cruiser Brooklyn, flagship of 
Rear Admiral William S. Schley in 
the battle of Santiago. 


The Maine and her sister ship, the 


Missouri, both 
built following 
the 


Spanish war. were considered marvels 
of naval design. They each displaced 
13,500 tons and carried four 12-inch 
guns. 


So rapid has been naval develop- 


ment that these ships would be vir- 
tually impotent in any major naval 
engagement. 


So. stripped of guns, they are of- 


fered at public sale to be broken up, 
their parts to be made available for 
peaceful industries. 


In advertising the vessels for sale 


the navy department suggests they 
"should be considered from tho stand- 
point of a nucleus to get into the 
ship breaking-up field for some far- 
sighted concern."

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THE BLAINE-RODD CONTROVERSY 


The legal controversy between Sheriff 


Hodd o£ Oueida County and Governor 
Blaine is in reality a test o£ power as be- 
t.vccn the judiciary and the executive 
"branch of state .government. It is said to 
be the first time a case of this kind has 
•arisen in "Wisconsin involving exactly the 
same principle and it has been taken to tlie 
supreme court for determination. Sheriff 
Kodd was removed'by Governor Blaine 
for his refusal to obcy-an executive order 
freeing a prisoner committed to the Onei- 


^ da county jail by the circuit court judge 


for contempt. Sheriff Kodd chose to rec- 
ognize'the authority of the court rather 
than that of the governor. 


No matter -where power is finally 


lodged, it can be abused. In the main it 
is a sound principle of government that 
the judiciarj' should be free from interfer- 
ence by any other branch of government. 
Still, the right to pardon and parole has 
always been an executive prerogative, and 
it is a sound one. Executive clemency is 
generally extended only in meritorious 
cases, and usually meets -with public ap- 
.proval. It of course happens now and then 
that this po\ver is misused, but that 
does not constitute a reason -why it should 
"be abrogated. It is an agency of justice 
and mercy -which stands between human 
rights and harsh administration of the law 
and it is far better that this security 
should be preserved than that penalties of 
the law should be inflexible. 
. Imprisonment for contempt, however, is 
in a 'different- class. It is necessary that 
. judges shall have this power 'and shall be 
upheld in it for the- stability of the courts. 
It is true that it also is a power -which can 
be abused, and doubtless occasionally is 
abused. In the latter event there is the 
legal remedy of habeas corpus to protect 
the individual in his constitutional rights. 
, As between the judiciary and the execu- 


• tive in cases of'contempt we believe the 


sound rule is that the judicial authority 
should prevail. 


In the Oneida county case there is noth- 


ing to show that 'the circuit judge used his 


• prerogative in a harsh manner, or that he 


violated any of the constitutional rights 
of the man imprisoned. It seems quite 
clear from, all the facts that Governor 
Blaine acted arbitrarily -when he sought 
to pardon "the man in. contempt. That he 
did it to show -his disapproval of judicial 
authority as exercised in strikes there can 
be little doubt. Not only TTOS his course 


• arbitrary: nut it struck at the foundations 


of our judicial system insofar as it relates 
to the integrity of the courts and the pro- 
tection of property. Both the circuit 
judge of Oneida county and Governor 
Blaine appear convinced "that they are 
right in the legal phase of the issue. TThat- 
ever the decision of the supreme court 
may be it is of high importance to the peo- 
ple of "Wisconsin and -will be watched

The naval agreement between the Unit-

The only modification is 
that each ol' the powers is to retain cer- 
tain warships now neariug completion, 
and which to destroy it was decided 
would be a mistake from the standpoint 
merely of economy.

'nagc is fixed as originally proposed, so 
that in due course of time the five-five-• 
three ratio will be reached, and each of 
the nations will be relieved of the exces- 
sive burdens of armament they now caray. 


A't the eleventh hour France has asked 


to be allowed to enter the agreement with 
the privilege - of ""raising her naval power 
materially above what was contemplated 
she should have. 
"While her suggestion 


contains - nothing - that is radical it is 
nevertheless disconcerting in that it opens 
up the possibility of dissatisfaction in 
other directions in case France is yielded 
.to. No valid reasons can be advanced for 
a large French navy. Iler defensive re- 
quirements arc on the land rather than on 
the sea. and we expect to see her aban- 
don her position on the naval program \ni- 
dcr pressure of the three -powers which 
have already reached an agreement. Just 
as Japan in reality had no alternative but 
to accept the Hughes proposal as soon as 
it was approved by Great Britain, so 
France is morally bound to approve the 
plan when it is closed by Great Britain. 
Japan and the United States, particularly 
if she retains what she considers anything 
like an adequate land force. 


"Whatever £he disposition of France's 


application, the great fact remains tliat 
we are to have genuine disarmament and a 
naval holiday for ten years. Peoples are 
to be relieved of billions of dollars of tax- 
es, and even more important than this, the 
difficulties of waging offensive warfare 
have been made almost insuperable. This 
is the chief worth of the treaty. As an

"\Voll. tho god of science is not wholly inscrut- 


able. From the moment of infection (when 
the 


virus gains entrance to the body) until the first 
si«n of symptom of illness (the incubation period) 
of infantile paralysis is about a week usua'.ly.'some- 
times a few days, somctimes.as long as three weeks. 
The duration of the feverish stage, which is easily 
mistaken for such diseases as tonsillitis, influenza 
or a socallcd "common cold" <9oryza), is anywhere 
from one to seven days. Then the paralysis becomes 
manifest. 
But remember that in about, half of all cases of 


poliomyelitis no paralysis or practically none oc- 
curs. And there are all transitions from these abor- 
tive or incomplete cases (recognized by serum tests) 
to the most extensive paralysis of all four limbs. 


Altho there may be general tenderness of the 


skin and pain in the limbs before the advent of 
paralysis, it is characteristic of the paralysis to de- 
velop completely at' the time it first occurs. The 
muscles involved simply become flaccid; their pow- 
er to respond to.reflex nerve action is lost; they 
lose the power to respond to electric stimulation as 
normal muscles or rather muscles with 
normal 


nerve and^spinal cord 
connections respond. 
In 


four fifths of the cases the paralysis is of one leg 
muscle group—for instance the' group of muscles 
that draw the foot up when one walks. Most in- 
stances of the flail foot one sees here and there are 
the residual paralysis of poliomyelitis in early child- 
hood. Both legs, or a leg and an arm. or all four 
limbs, or the neck muscles or trunk muscles on one 
side may be involved. Paralysis of the diaphragm 
itself, and of the intercostal muscles, with serious 
embarrassment of breathing, may occur. There is 
a fatal termination in about 10 per cent of cases. 
The outlook is better in children than in adults. 
About half of all cases in children terminate with- 
out paralysis; about one third of all cases in persons 
over 12 terminate in recovery without paralysis. 


In the first few weeks of the paralytic stage 


there is usually steady recovery from paralysis, ex- 
cept that in about half of the cases one 
muscle 


group remains more or less weakened and flaccid. 
Many cases or paralytic clubfoot and flatfoot are 
the residual paralysis of poliomyelitis in early life. 
- For nearly two years after the attack a certain 
steady improvement may be expected, and this is of 
course greater when good treatment and a deter- 
mination to-get well (if the patient is old enough) 
are both working.in the patient's welfare.

heart. I am a most unhappy mother of three girls, 
aged 13. 16 and 18. My husband is far advanced 
with tuberculosis and refuses to follow the doctor's 
advice, but-keeps in a corner of the kitchen cough- 
ing all day and will not go outdoors. Is he endang- 
ering the health of the children? Should be not be 
isolated? He says no one can compel him to go 
away 
Answer—It all depends on the patient's personal 


cleanliness. You do not mention tho manner of dis- 
posal of the sputum. If the children will avoid pro- 
longed contact and take proper care of their own 
health they need not be endangered. If the patient 
is truly conscientious and endowed with ordinary in- 
telligence, he will abide by the instructions of tho 
physician or the health department agents. Wheth- 
er "a citizen having tuberculosis may be sent"to a 
hospital or sanatorium for care and treatment 
against'his will, is a legal question which I cannot 
answer. But there is no question that a vicious 
person, uncleanly and careless, who has tubercu- 
losis, may be isolated against his will, if the safety 
of others is concerned.

opinion. The only unfavorable- opin- 
ion comes from certain irreconcilablcs 
in the Senate, who are opposed to any 
form 
of agreement with 
foreign 


nations. 
Th old phrase "entangling alliances 


will not apply to this new agree- 
ment, however, for it is in no sense an 
alliance. It does not bind us. or seek 
to bind us, to any action, offensive or 
defensive, nor does it bind any of the 
other contracting 
parties to such 


action. It is merely an- agreement to 
talk things over in case of trouble, 
and a further statement tnat the- in- 
sular possessions of the powers con 
cerncd shall remain as they are. This 
means for us chiefly that our position 
in the Philippines is not to bo a 
matter of dispute. 
The agreement Is thus seen, on its 


positive .side, to amount 
to very 


little. 
It expresses an 
intention to 


talk things over in a pacific spirit and 
that is about all. The real significance 
of instrument is that it 
complete 


ly supersedes the Anglo-Japanese Al 
liance and that it signifies tho acquies 
cence of those two powers 
in. the 


American point of view. 


THE BRITISH I'LAX 


It seems to be generally recognized 


now that the British delegation came 
to the conference to> perpetuate- the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance if it could do 
so without antagonizing the 
"United 


States. Japan, of course, came with 
the intention of keeping the alliance 
in effect 
if 
possible. 
Japan 
had 


everything to gain by. the alliance 
and everything to Jose by its abroga- 
tion. The advantages of the alliance 
to • Great 
Britain were 
not 
so 


obvious. 
,. It waa suggested in a previous 
Hasken letter that perhaps the chief 
reason why Britain xwanted tho al 
liance was because she shared with 
Japan a desire to check the spread of 
republican ideals in the Orient. It has 
also been pointed out that for a groat 
many years the gist of the diplomacy 
of Great Britain, as the strongest sea 
power, has been to combine with the 


third-strongest " against tho second- 
strongest. 


"Whatever the- motive may have 


jccn, British press propaganda In tho 
early stages of the conference was all 
or a renewal of tho alliance. It is 
said that this campaign was stopped 
when the Americans served notice on 
tho British that tho renewal of the 
alliance would on no account bo 
tolerated. Lloyd George is said to 
have been the ono who made the sud- 
den agreement of tho delegates, after 
a long stalemate, possible. Ho is fcaid 
to have cabled tho British delegation 
to abandon all efforts either for a re- 
newel of tho Anglo-Japaneso Alliance, 
or for a tripartite alliance- including 
the United States. Tho present four- 
power pact was then quickly ar- 
ranged. It represents an explicit 
recognition on tho part of Great 
Britain that the American point of 
view must prevail in the Pacflc. 


Tho agreement does no touch the 


question of Chinal It therefore leaves 
the Chinese question as the chief re- 
maining question before tho confer- 
encc, and the only bones of contention. 


WIIERE CHINA STANDS 


Almost everything that China asked 


of tho conference has been granted 
"in principle" and almost nothing has 
been granted in fact. It now remains 
to be seen how much the United 
States can win for China in the com- 
mittees which will decide the details 
of her status. For the United States 
stands now, as she always stood, as 
tho champion and defender of China 
In the past her defense has been in 
effecual. 
She proclaimed the open 


door principal, and then allowed Japan 
and air of the principal powers to ex 
tract concessions from the Chinese 
Government, make agreements about 
China and establish spheres of in- 
fluence which have made tho open 
door policy a laughing-stock. Mean- 
time, American capital has not been 
altogether behindhand in exploiting 
China, by the concession method. 


So far our professions of high disin 


terested friendship for China have 
amounted to the announcement of a 
policy which we could not enforce, 
and a few small favors such as not 
collecting the Boxer indemnity. 


The conference, so far, lias done 


little to remedy this situation, but it 
has opened the way for us. As long 
as the Anglo-Japanese Alliance lasted, 
we were powerless in China. Now 
that Is out of tho way. In addition, the 
powers have agreed to a readjudica 
tion of all of the concessions and 
spheres of influence they hold in 
China. The table is cleared to give 
China a-new deal. It remains to be 
seen just what it will amount to. So 
far as he has got her postoffices prom- 
ised back to her, and a statement that 
extra-tcrritoriality will be abolished 
at some time in the future. Nothing 
substantial has been granted. 


Perhaps the two most difficult ques 


tions are those of Japan's occupancj 
of Shantung and 'her position in Man 
churia. The United States must-and 
will press for China's rights in Shan 
tung, because it is largely by her 
action that Japan has obtained her 
present foothold there. Japan's posi 
tion in Manchuria is a more diflicull 
problem. Both of these will be dis 
cussed in future Haskin Letters.

Better Feeling 


Changing theories with respect to 


abor such that the workman is ap- 
proaching a "promised Land" where 
labor is not a commodity but a good 
will factor were pictured by Dr. M. A. 
Brannon. president of Beloit college, 
in his address on "Cooperation in In- 
dustry" at the People's Koru'm Sun- 
day evening. 


Dr. Brannon's address was a mes- 


sage of hopo for the world's salvation 
from trouble and strife though the 
application of the principles of indus- 
try rather than politics in adjustment 
of the conflict between capital and 
labor. 


Industry was a simple matter in the 


old days when families made, their 
own commodities largely in their own 
homes, the speaker said. Jt became 
complex when the age of specializa- 
tion and machinery arrived. There 
has been a gradual transition 
from 


the idea of exploiting the workman 
for profit until today 
the human 


theory concerning labor is beginning 
to be put into effect. 


COOPERATION IS REMEDY 


Pointing to the cost of strikes and 


other disturbances to the workman 
and to the public. Dr. Brannon spoke 
of remedial methods which ar.e clim- 
inating this means of adjusting dif- 
ferences. 
He read or quoted from 


communications received from several 
industrial leaders m answer to ques- 
tions he had put to them, indicating 
that representation of 
workman in 


administrative bodies was having a 
wholesome effect. 


"The only way out ot this twentieth 


century difficulty is some means of 
cooperation in 
industry: something 


that will help democratize and make 
friendly our community relationship. 
said the speaker. "The problem, is 
unique because it is maximum." 


It becomes necessary to frame a 


new definition for industry in. this 
twentieth century, Dr. Brannon said 
and proceeded to define it thus: An 
institution in which we liave persons 
and possessions associated for the 
purpose of achieving a task or tasks 
which no one aloof from others can 
achieve within the unit of time or unit 
of 
costs 
satisfactory 
to 
society. 


Things which might .have been done 
any time within ten years in olden 
days must be done in a minute now 
and at a unit of cost that would liave 
been impossible 25 years ago. 


PURPOSE OF INDUSTRY 


"The purpose of industry is to sec' 


that all parties have a satisf.ictory 
return." Uic mentor said. "These in- 
clude .theclaborer. stockholders; man- 
agement and society. 
Labor must 


have adequate wages and conditions

"A revolutionary class which has 


conquered" power 
with arms in its 


hands, is bound to and will suprcss. 
rifle in hand, all attempts to tear ths 
power out of its hands. 


"Where it has against it a hostile 


army, it will oppose to it its own 
army. 
"Where it is confronted with 


armed conspiracy, 
attempt at mur- 


der, uprising, it will 
hurl at

heads of its enemies an unsparing 
penalty. 


"Tho question of the form of re- 


pression, or of its degree, of course, 
is not one of principle. It Is a ques- 
tion of expendiency."

Section II—The opponent of the 
player putting the. ball in play, must 
not stand within three .feet of the 
player with the ball, and he must not 
advance toward him until the ball has 
left his possession., or in case of a 
shot'' for basket' the • player has ad- 
vanced and is in the act of shooting. 


There, has" been considerable criti- 


cism to this rule as proposed by Penn.

French armies to German spies be- 
fore the war. Captain Leon Proust of 
the French army of the Xcar-East has 
just been arrested under extraordin- 
ary circumstances more than seven 
years after the alleged treason. He is 
held in s-olitary confinement in the 
citadel of the fortress of Besancon. 


The arrest 
caused a 
sensation 


throughout France. The War Depart- 
ment is maintaining silence regarding 
the details of the charge. Proust was 
arrested while at home on leave from 
Syria. 
Throughout the war Proiiht 


served with his regiment and since 
has been on duty in Morocco and in 
the Xear-East. 


The unprecedented act of treason is 


reported to have been first uncovered 
immediately 
after 
the 
armistice. 


Among the papers found in a Belgian 
town after the Germans' hasty-evacu- 
ation, were documents belonging to a 
high intelligence officer of the Ger- 
man, army. They related to the ram- 
ifications of the German spy system 
Before the war. The documents impli- 
cated Proust, it is said, in the sale of 
the mobilization plans. Through their 
purchase the Germans were aware of 
Lhe complete details of France's mobil- 
ization plans two months before the 
outbreak of the war.
